WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Post Office, which brought you 
zip codes, is thinking about ab- 
breviated addresses to speed 
the flow of mails. 


Researchers probing "human 


problem areas in moving the 
mail" have found operators of 
letter-sorting machines—I^M's 
—help determine how fast mail 
flows. 


The faster they read address- 


ters a minute, the operator has 
one second to read an address, 
recall the proper code and 
punch it in before the next letter 
comes up. 


"This constitutes a considera- 


ble memory task for the opera- 
tor," National Bureau of Stand- 
ards scientists said in a report 
for the Post Office.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Stu- 


dent opposition to the Vietnam 
war apparently has not dimmed 
the drawing power of the na- 
tion's three service academies; 
they report the highest enroll- 
ment in history this year. 


Total enrollment is expected 


to reach 12,848 and incoming 
freshmen classes will include a 
record number of Negroes and 
other minority group members. 


The 
increased 
enrollment 


dates back to 1961 and reflects 
the desire of the late President 
John F. Kennedy to significant- 
ly bolster the strength of both 
West Point and the Air Force 
Academy. 


Three years later, President 


Lyndon B. Johnson signed legis- 
lation 
increasing 
the 
cadet 


strength 
of the U.S. Milary 


Academy at West Point and the 
Air Force Academy at Colorado 
Springs, Colo., from 2,529 to 
about 4,500—the authorized en- 
rollment level of the brigade of 
midshipmen at Annapolis. 


The Naval Academy's enroll- 


ment was higher because it had 
fewer Reserve Officer Training 
Corps detachments on the na- 
tion's campuses to train 
offi- 


cers.

conditions in football, the only 
thing it has done for major 
league baseball so far is stir a 
heated controversy. 


But, in a day when baseball is 


struggling to retain its image as 
the nation's No. 1 sport, it also 
may provide the one ingredient 
almost all 
members of the 


sport's hierarchy feel can stim- 
ulate renewed interest— more 
runs. 


Artificial turf now Is installed

MANILA (AP) — The South- 


east Asia Treaty Organization's 
Council of Ministers opened its 
15th annual meeting 
on a 


stormy note today as Thailand's 
foreign 
minister 
denounced 


"Western 
politicians 
... for 


harassing and persecuting loyal 
SEATO members." 


In an obvious reference to 


U.S. Senate doves, Foreign Min- 
ister Thanant Khoman said his 
own nation and others had been 
attacked 
with 
"unrestrained 


rage and fury ... in a sad dis- 
play of mental pollution and 
perversion." 


He warned that if SEATO is 


scrapped, the peace and securi- 
ty of Southeast Asia will then 
have to be safeguarded "by oth- 
er means and 
arrangements 


based on new realities and 
changing facts of international 
life." 


U.S. Secretary of State Wil- 


liam P. Rogers sought to reas- 
sure the SEATO allies that un- 
der the Nixon Doctrine the Unit- 
ed States intends to remain a 
Pacific power and will not with- 
draw into a shell of isolation- 
ism. 


"We will support the efforts of 


our Asian friends to maintain 
their own sovereignty and secu- 
rity," he said. But Rogers again 
emphasized that the Nixon ad- 
ministration under the policy of 
Vietnamization, is turning over 
the primary responsibility for 
ground combat to the South 
Vietnamese and is looking to na- 
tions directly threatened by 
Communist forces to provide 
the manpower for their defense 
Foreign Minister William Mc- 
Mahon said his government's 
decision to withdraw one battal- 
ion of its force in Vietnam re- 
flects the growing ability of the 
Saigon government to look after 
itself. 


Rogers said the United States 


will give limited military assist- 
ance to Cambodia, but the U.S. 
aim in Cambodia is to protect 
the allied programs in Vietnam. 


He called the increased coop- 


eration between Cambodia and 
its 
neighbors—South 
Vietna, 


Thailand and Laos—a "logical 
and principled response to a 


common 
danger." 
But 
he 


stressed that the United States 
does not favor any military as- 
sociation between SEATO and 
Cambodia. 


He said that neutrality of 


Cambodia, like that of Laos, 
will "contribute to the stability 
for peace in Southeast Asia."

Minister Tran Van Lam, attend- 
ing as an observer, said that 
only a swift military move by 
the United States and South 
Vie mam kept the Communists 
from taking over Cambodia. 


Opening the meeting Philip-

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - 


Brazilian police foiled a hijack 
attempt with tear gas, fire foam 
and bullets Wednesday and took 
the four hijackers off. The gov- 
ernment said one was wounded 
seriously, and the pilot was re- 
ported shot in the legs. 


Meanwhile a U.S. airliner, a 


National Airlines DC8 with 39 
persons aboard, was hijacked to 
Cuba while en route from San 
Francisco to Miami. It spent al- 
most 10 hours in Havana, then 
was allowed to complete its 
flight. 


The Brazilian jet, a Cruzeiro 


do Sul Caravelle with 34 passen- 
gers 
and 
seven 
crewmen 


aboard, was taken over by three 
men and a woman shortly after 
it took off from Rio de Janeiro 
for Buenos Aires. 


Brazilian authorities said the 


pilot convinced the hijackers he 
would have to return to Rio for 
fuel before starting the long 
flight to Cuba. But Canadian 
diplomatic courier 
Leigh N. 


Shankland, one of the passen- 
gers, said the hijackers told him 
they wanted to return to Rio 
and exchange the passengers 
for 44 political prisoners. 


When the plane landed back 


in Rio, police flattened its tires 
with machine-gun 
fire, sur- 


rounded it and warned the hi- 
jackers they would rush the 
plane unless the passengers 
were freed. 


"We will kill the passengers 


one by one," the hijackers ra- 
dioed back. But the police 
stormed the plane behind a 
cloud of tear gas, a hail of bul- 
lets, and billows of firefighting 
foam. Several passengers, in- 
cluding Shankland, jumped out 
an emergency exit during the 
melee. 


Authorities said some persons 


were injured, but it could not be 
learned how many. Five ambu- 
lances were seen leaving the 
airport.

The National Airlines plane 


was diverted to Cuba as it 
neared Miami about noon and 
spent the rest of the day at the 
Havana airport, finally reaching 
Miami at 9:32 Wednesday night. 


Air Force Sgt. Frederick 


Dube of Clearwater, Fla., told 
newsmen in Miami the Cubans 
kept him and three other pas- 
sengers wearing military uni- 
forms in an airport waiting 
room. 


"Everybody else got to go 


downtown, but they sure didn't 
want us out loose," Dube said. 


Another military passenger, 


David Boots of Fort Myers, 
Fla., said a U.S. Army captain 
on the flight "jumped a guard 
and resisted to keep from hav- 
ing his picture taken. Six of sev- 
en Cuban militia jumped him, 
subdued him, handcuffed him 
and then photographed 
him." 


The captain was handcuffed for 
seven hours but was not hurt, 
Boots said.

Mrs. Chisholm, a Negro, was 


one of several witnesses to testi- 
fy before a subcommittee head- 
ed by Rep. Edith Green, D-Ore., 
sponsor of legislation calling on 
the government to attack sexual 
discrimination as it has at- 
tacked racial discrimination. 


Mrs. Frankie M. Freeman, 


who is a member of the U.S. 
commission on Civil Rights and 
a Negro, said discrimination 
against 
racial 
minorities 


"makes the burden of female 
status seem paltry in compari- 
son." 


But Mrs. Chisholm 
said 


sex discrimination is just as de- 
grading, indefensible and infuri- 
ating as discrimination because 
of race, and both must be elimi- 
nated to produce a just society. 


"Blacks and women have both 


been taught from childhood— 
because our society is run by 
and for white males—that they 
are inherently inferior," she 
said. 


"To keep them in their place, 


the same characteristics are 
imputed to women as to blacks 
—that they are more childish, 
emotional 
and 
irresponsible 


than men, that they are of lower 
intelligence than men, that they 
need protection, that they are 
happiest in routine, undemand- 
ing jobs, and that they lack am- 
bition and executive ability."

Blast in 
Switch 
Kills Man 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — An 


electrical oil switch in a power- 
house on the Capitol grounds 
apparently exploded Wednesday 
night, killing one person and in- 
juring four others, including 
Secretary of State Kelly Bry- 
ant. 


Police said Bernard J. Engel, 


53, of North Little Rock, assis- 
tant chief of maintenance at the 
Capitol, was killed. 


Officers said two other state 


employes — William F. Max- 
well, 43, of North Uttle Rock 
and Jerry Cole, 32, of Little 
Rock and William Hale, 44, of 
North Little Rock, an employe 
of the Arkansas Power & Light 
Co., were hospitalized. Another 
AP&L employe, Howard Herr- 
ing, 54, of Little Rock, was in 
the building at the time of the 
explosion but he was not in- 
jured. 


Bryant was burned on the 


left hand while attempting to 
beat out flames on the clothing 
of another man. The burn was 
not serious. 


Bryant said the power in the 


Capitol went off shortly alter 5 
p.m. and that he rounded up 
his maintenance personnel and 
called AP&L. He said the men 
replaced two fuses and that lie 
was standing near the door of 
the powerhouse when the men 
turned the power back on. 


" ... Something went crack 


just like a big old limb would 
crack on a tree, and then a lot 
of oil just splattered all over 
me," Bryant said. 'Then some- 
thing exploded and one of those 
AP&l. men went by me, I don't 
know if he was blown out or 
what.

burned my hand."

Church Aid 
on Schools 
Opposed

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The resolution committee of the 
108th annual National Education 
Association convention proposed 
today 
a 
hard-line 
position 


against use of federal funds in 
private or parochial schools. 


A committee resolution asks 


that present federal programs 
be "modified so that all federal 
monies for elementary ane sec- 
ondary education, goods and 
services, either direct or indi- 
rect, shall be expended solely 
for 
the 
support 
of 
public 


schools." 


This was a return to the NEA 


position prior to 1965 when Con- 
gress passed the Elementary- 
Secondary Education Act, which 
provided 
some 
federally-fi- 


nanced services and materials 
for private schools, including 
textbooks, library facilities, in- 
structional matter and lunches. 


The resolution states that leg- 


islation "should be consistent 
with the constitutional 
provi- 


sions respecting an establish- 
ment of religion and with the 
tradition of separation of church 
and state with no diversion of 
federal funds, goods or services 
to nonpublic elementary and 
secondary schools." 


The resolution concludes: 
"Where federal funds are pres- 


ently provided to kindergarten 
to 12th grade nonpublic schools, 
these funds be discontinued; 
however, until such funds are 
discontinued, these funds shall 
be controlled by public educa- 
tion agencies and be limited to 
tuition-free schools that meet all 
standards required of public 
schools.". 


President -Nixon earlier this 


year in a message to Congress 
suggested that ways should be 
found to lend financial assist- 
ance to private schools, which 
he said were closing at the rate 
of one a day. 


Last April 21 Nixon 
an- 


nounced creation of a panel on 
nonpublic education to "prom- 
ote diversity within the Consti- 
tution." 


At that time he said if "most 


or all private schools were to 
close or turn public the added 
burden on public funds by the 
end of the 1970s would exceed $4 
billion per year in operations 
and an estimated $5 billion 
more needed for facilities."

Soviet U.I 
Progress in

The U.S. proposal calls on Is- 


rael to settle for permanent 
boundaries that would be the 
same "in principle'' as the pre- 
war 
Arab-Israeli lines, the 


sources said. 


The Arabs have been insisting 


on complete Israeli withdrawal 
from the occupied territories, 
and the Israelis have been de- 
manding 
direct 
negotiations 


based on Arab recognition of Is- 
rael as a state. 


Western and Soviet diplomats 


have been trying to reach an ac- 
ceptable compromise at the Big 
Four talks in New York and at 
U.S.-Soviet talks in Washington. 


The talks in both cities center 


on the resolution approved by 
the U.N. Security Council on 
Nov. 22, 1967, which calls for 
settlement of the 1967 war with 
a "just and lasting peace" 
based on Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied Arab terfitories 
and -Arab acknowledgement of 


nized boundaries. 


The Russians had been asking 


the Americans how they inter-

ries," and the Americans were 
asking the Russians how they 
interpreted a "state of peace," 
diplomatic sources said.
